JAPAN. 
| YOKOHAMA, 
Dates hence are to the 12th June. The English mail of the 
10th and the French mail of the 17th April arrived out on 
the 2nd and 9th of June respectively, the latter coniveying 
London telegrams to May 16. ,The present mail brings but 
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few items of interest. The following is from the Japan Herald's 
mail summary :— , 

When our last summary left, H.E. the British Minister had 
just returned from Osaca in H.M.S. Basilisk. To the informa- 
tion already given respecting the ministerial visit we have. 
nothing to add. It is now with us asa thing of the past, and it 
is not likely to be again brought very prominently forward until 
such time as preparations may be necessary for carrying into 
effect the settlement of the new ports. H.E. the French 
Minister arrived in H.I.M.S. Guerriere from Nagasaki on the 
7th June; and by the French mail steamer H.E. Mons. Kint 
de Rodenbeck, the Belgian Minister, returned to, and 
H.E, M. le Comte de la Tour, the Minister for his Ma- 
jesty the King of Italy, arrived in, Japan. The foreign resi- 
dents are now hopeful that the greater question of the 
opening of the ports being settled, and that so satisfactorily, 
Ministers will turn their attention to the wants of the existing 
settlements, and more particularly of Yokohama. In spite of 
the unsatisfactory condition of trade, which has led some houses 
to close their establishments here altogether, the foreign quar- 
ters are increasing, and every day the want of good municipal 
arrangements isimiore and more experienced, ‘To this end last 
year the land-ré@ters proposed a set of “land regulations ” 
to the Ministers which, although dated October, 1866, and 
sent in about that time, have never since been heard of, and the 
public are now becoming impatient to hear something from the 
Ministers upon the subject, An impression has got abroad 
that in their present shape those “land regulations ” will be 
inoperative, If the Ministers are of this opinion, they might 
point out in what particular they are likely to be so, and try to 
devise a scheme that shall be binding upon all. At present, 
things are in a most unsatisfactory state, and they must remain 
so until Ministers speak. 

In all respects animprovement in business may shortly be 
looked for. The last few mionths, although so comparatively 
inactive and generally ,unsatisfactory, have seen several 
important restrictions removed and improvements © intro- 
diced by the Japanese Government, and the effect of 
allowing the free import of rice has been all for good. 
Whether the Japanese will eversee their way, as some seem 
to think they will, to “ free trade” is very problematical, but 
they evidently begin to acknowledge the advantage of the non- 
prohibition of imports. It will takg them some time yet per- 
haps to see that equal freedom of*€xport is likewise desirable. 
They will not immediately comprehend that we-shall not take 
their rice unless we can make a profit'upon it, and the people 
who are now lauding the importers of their staff of life in the — 
time of their great need would cry out loudly against the first 
appearance of purchasers among foreigners for export, even 
though they should have ever such a superabundance in tho 
country. 

The advent of the warm weather operating on the humid soil 
of the settlement, aided by bad drainage and by fetid in fluences 
arising in the Creek and on its banks, has produced a great | 
deal of fever, which at length became alurming and led to a 
public meeting. A committee was appointed to draw up a 
memorial on the subject to Sir Harry Parkes and the other 
foreign Ministers. The following is a copy of this document :— 

To his Excellency Sir Harry Parkes, K.C.B., &c, &e. 
Sir,—In obedience to a resolution formed at a public meeting held this

1.—“ That this meeting do petition the Ministera to require from the

We trust your Excellency will deem fit to adopt the remedies suggested 
‘with a view to improve. the itary condition of our settlement, aad by 
enforcing immediate action om the part of the Japanese Government to 
prevent further inroads of the sickness now so prevalent amongst both 
natives and foreigners. 

With reference to the second resolution, your Excellency will at onco 
realise the importance of either enlarging the power of the M unicipal Council 
by some such scheme as set forth in the land regulations laid before your 

txcellency last October, or by responding with some suggestion of your 
own that will better meet the requirements of this community, now repre- 
sented by the Municipal. Council: 

Your petitionera make bold to avail of the present exigency, which may 
seem to us more alarming than it can to those not resident on the spot, to 
fervently urge the extreme importance of the very earliest possible stten- 
tion. to-this appeal of the Community of Yokohama. 

The scheme for building a theatre is abandoned until a more 
hopeful period—when: money is more plentiful and there is less 
disinclination to go in for public amusements.

CommarciaL.—-Slk: Settlements had been on very limited scale since 
the 29th May, when the 10th-of April mail arrived. with reports of war 
imminent in Europe, and of a large crop. in China, Transactions. ceased 
for three or four days; prices fell in consequence, and induced a few 
buyers to resume purchases but to such a small extent that the settle- 
mente of this fortnight do not amount to much more than 100 picals. 
They consist almost entirely of medium and inferior Hank Silks, on which 
we may report. a fall of from $20 to 50 according to quality. The best 
on offer have been paid from $870 to 850 and a small parcel of very fine 
Mybash is. held at $900. The other descriptions have been quite 
neglected, and our quotations-of them are nominal. Under less unfavorable 
ciroumstances the settlements of this fortnight could by no means have 
been large as arrivals added only 100 piculs to a.stock reported in our last 
to consist of 200 or 250 piculs of the secondary and inferior sorts which 
form the bulk of a comparatively heavy unsold stock at home. The news 
brought by the French mail has produced a slight reaction and prices are 
firmer. Reports from the interior regarding the new crop unanimously 
agree in representing the production as being superior to. that of last 
year — musters may come to hand in a week or two, but 
no arrivals of new silks are expected before the middle of July, 
Tea: There is no new feature to notice in our tea market. The new 
crop comes forward but slowly, the few samples shown are of a very 
medium quality, and the price talked of hy the native dealers is so very 
high as almost to prevent any business being done unless some considerable 
reduction is made. The stock of new tea in the hands of the natives here 
is about 200 piculs. There have been a few settlements of new tea at 
rather high rates. We hear from native sources that 260 piculs have been 
placed at from $28 to 28.50 per picul. In old tea thejreremains a stock ofsay 
2,000 piculs, principally of common kinds ; this will most likely be worked 
off by the teamen by mixing it with the new crop. We hear of settle- 
ments to the extent of about 300 piculs, of which about 100 piculs were 
good medium to fine kinds. The settlements of both old and new teas 
amount to 560 piculs for the fortnight. Freights: To London: Cotton 
and Tea, £3 to £3 10s. per ton; Silk, £4 to £4 10s. per ton of 50 cubic 
feet.

Lawns show aslight advance i value, and stocks are 
low. T-Cloths indemand at quotations; none in stock. Handkerchiefs 
inquired for. Turkey Red Cambrics: 24 catty wanted, but lighter goods 
are unsaleable. Grey Shirtings: 7lbs. wanted, and none in the place, but 
84lbs. goods are in large stock. Yarn is in fair stock, with but small de- 
mand. White Shirtings continue to be inquired for. White Brocades are 
in small stock, with daily inquiries. Lustre Orleans saleable at quotations. 
Metals: Nail Rod Iron (small sizes), Bar and Pig Iron, are in increased 


demand with light stocks. Spelter, Tin Plates and Lead are also saleable 
_at quotations, and of the former there are no stocks. Of English Coal there 


is none in the place. The following vessela have been sold to the 


Japanese during the past month:—The steamers Nepaul and Emperor, 
.the barque Corea, and the schooner Alma. 


The steamers Ayrshire 
Lass and the Viola have been taken back by the foreigners from the 
natives. 

Exrorrs.—Our produce markets generally have not been active during 
the past few weeks. Tobacco and Galls have been in small supply, and 
only a limited business has been done in the former at firm rates. Stocks 
of Wax have accumulated, and in the absence of any extensive inquiry 
prices have declined. Sales of Rapeseed Oil have beer. made at 
showing a turn in favour of buyers. The Tea market has been dall, owing 
to further unfavourable advices having been received of the home markets. 
A few musters of the new crop leaf have been shown, but the Teas are not 
expected in bulk within the next fortnight. Silk: There are several par- 
cels now in stock, and further supplies are said to be coming forward 
shortly. Musters have been shown of parcels aggregating about 25 pls., 
but there are no sales reported. 

EXcCHANGE.—We quote 6 months’ sight private paper on London 4s. 6d. 
per dollar. Drafts on Shanghai 10 days’ sight, 14 to 2 per cent. premium. 
On Hong Kong no rate is quotable. New Ichibous are nominally worth 
at present 335 to 340 per 100 dols., but goods are only saleable for Nibooa, 
which are taken in payment for drafts at the rate of 350 to 360. Old Boos 
are worth 12 to 13 per cent. more than new ones, but they are never given 
in payment for goods, and are, as well as new ones, very difficult to obtein. 

FreicHts.—TFor general cargo to London the rate is £3 5s. per ton of 50 
cubic feet. For Tea there is no vessel on the berth for either England or 
America. For Shanghai the rate is 3 dols. to 4 dols. per ton of 40 cubic 
feet, and to Hong Kong 4 dols. is quoted.

TIENTSIN. 

Owing to the continued absence of rain, the water routes 
from Tientsin into the interior remain in an unnavigable state 
for laden boats. Both the autumn and spring seed has failed, 
and the food of the people is daily becoming dearer. There is 
no demand for tonnage, as produce cannot come here. A 
correspondent of the North China Daily News writes as 
follows :—“On the 4th June we observed, about 2 p.u., the 
sky looking very black in the north-west. To new residents it 
looked like rain, but the old residents at once saw that a 
terrific dust storm was rushing over the earth from the 
north-west towards Tientsin. About 2.30 pa the dust 
storm reached the British settlement, when it became 
as dark as at midnight, the wind blowing fearfally. This 
lasted for nearly an hour. If the storm had overtaken people 
in a large plain they would certainly have been suffocated to 
death. After the dust storm passed we had a little rain and a 
cool evening. We judge from this storm that the north-west 
portions of China and Mongolia are suffering dreadfully from 
drought. The Emperor and his Ministers, besides the man- 
darins in the country, are every other day visiting the temples 
to pray for rain. The winter and spring seed crops have all 
perished from the Gry weather. The food of the people 
is daily becoming dearer, and I understand many are now 
only eating once a day, fearing a famine is coming, for 
which they must, if possible, save some money to buy food. 
Of course the canals continue dry, and laden junks cannot move 
along them. ‘The Shanse merchants continue to decline to buy 
manufactures as they cannot move them from here; and if the 
North of China and Mong‘olia suffer much longer from drought, 
the inhabitants will not have the means to buy clothing, but 
will require all their money to buy food. We hear that Shanse 
and Shense are beginning to be troubled with robbers; and 
that it is‘at present impossible for goods to movealong the Jand 
routes with safety in these regions, |The Governor of Shanse 
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gave permission last winter for the cultivation of the

* While Sir Rutherford Alcock was at Kiukiang an address was 
presented to him on the subject of opening up the Poyang Lake 
to small steamers. In reply, his Excellency said that the object 


of his visiting the ports in succession was to judge for himself 


by observation, and in communication with the merchants on 
the spot, what had been the working of the Treaty of Tientsin ‘ 
and wherein it was imperfect or defective, or might with ad- 
vantage be modified in the event of the revision of tariff and 
commercial regulation—which the contracting Powers had a 
right to demand next year—being deemed expedient. His 
Excellency observed that, however desirous he might be to effect 
any practical improvements, it was necessary to bear in mind 
that the question of modifying treaty provisions once opened it 
was equally the right of the Chinese Government to demand 
modifications on their side in what they might deem to their 
disadvantage. That many conditions distasteful and contrary to 
their wishes, if not to their interests, had been embodied in the 
treaty there could be no doubt ; perhaps in none more certainly 
than the navigation of the Yangtze. It was the one stipula- 
tion most strenuously resisted and reluctantly conceded. Under 
these circumstances, while perfectly agreeing with the authors 
of the address that the opening of the navigation of the Poyang 
Lake would be a great gain to the foreign merchant and the 
port of Kiukiang, he could entertain no hope that it would be 
either spontaneously granted or willingly conceded by the 
Chinese Government. And he [must repeat what he had said 
elsewhere, that it was not a right, and must, if the 
question be entertained at all, become a matter of negotia- 
tion. He would, however, williagly transmit the address 
to H.M.’s principal Secretary of State for Foreign ' Affairs, 
praying for this concession as the chief object, and so far as the 
British merchants and their interests were concerned he had no 
doubt, if obtainable, the advantages would be great. The 
Chinese would certainly object that such advantage could only 
be obtained at the expense of their own subjects, whose interests 
would be sacrificed, Junk owners, boatmen, and porters in 
large numbers would be thrown out of employment, setting 
aside all the dangers incident to the navigation by steamers 
of a lake,of large fextent, through which there was only 
one narrow channel in its whole length. And whatever 
might be the ultimate result, or the compensation which 
enlarged trade might {create in time, as the writers of the 
address assumed, not incorrectly as he thought, it might be 
very difficult to prove that the first effects could not be very 
disastrous to the classes referred to; and still more difficult to 
convince the Chinese authorities that they could be reasonably 
called upon to inflict such present injury upon their own people 
and incur the danger of popular trouble and discontent to swell 
the ranks of the insurgents and perpetuate a great evil 
for any further or prospective advantage.

traffic, One of the finest rivers in the world, stretching through 
the breadth of a great empire, and the natural highway for the 
produce of districts rich in tea, cotton, and silk, had scarcely a 
native junk upon it between Hankow and Shanghdi, a distance 
of 600 miles. A few foreign steamers monopolised apparently 
the whole traffic that remained. And if they extended the range 
of their operations into the Poyang Lake, the Chinese might not 
unnaturally anticipate a still further diminution of their own 
junk trade. It was essential in his opinion that treaties should 
be based upon principles of justice and equity with due regard 
to the interests of both contracting parties, In the end he be- 
lieved this was the wisest and best policy, for all treaty stipu- 
lations imposing loss or wrong upon one side for the advantage 
of the other were likely to be broken or evaded by the party 
injured, and always proved a fertile source of trouble and mis- 
understanding. 

CoMMERCIAL.—Since the 1st instant a fair amount of business has been 
done in Tea. Considering the high rates demanded by holders, prices have 
been very irregular and at one time showed a decided advance on opening 
rates, bat during the past few days settlements have been made on rather 
easier terms. We quote finest Ningchows at taels 28; fine do., 23 to 25. 
In Mohows, we hear of no business having been done. Settlements for © 
the fortnight reach 4,699 packages. Shipments to Shanghai on native ac- 
count, 8,674 packages. Stock 14,200 do. Comparative export to date, 
1866-67, 5625 packages, against 1867-68, 18,3238. 

CHIN-KIANG. 

A correspondent at this port gives the following account of 
an attack made by a tiger upon a Chinawoman who was sleep- 
ing in a mat cottage :—“ For a long time it has been stated by 
the natives that a kind of tiger termed the ‘ dog-headed ’ existed 
on the hills of Chin-Kiang, aud although the Chinese have at 
various times reported women and children being killed and 
eaten, yet for want of sufficient evidence they have never been 
credited by the foreigners. The matter, however, has at length 
been settled without doubt, for on the morning of the 15th in- 
stant there might have been seen within fifty yards of a foreign 
hong the remains of 8 poor woman who had been killed and 
eaten during the previous night—a thigh bone (fractured) 
and a pool of blood testifying to the strength and ferocity of 
the wild animal. It appears from a boy’s statement, that he 
was asleep with his mother in a mat cottage, when he was 
awakened by an immense animal with a head like a dog dash- 
ing in and seizing his mother, who uttered but one cry; the 
boy ran to where other people lay, but none durst approach 
the beast, who had in the mean time dragged the woman a few 
yards from the hut and was devouring her; when daylight ap- 
peared they found but the one bone above mentioned, and the 
pool of blood, which were seen by various persons who had heard 
the report and wished to satisfy themselves by personal obser- 
vation. The Chinese say the dog-headed tiger is far more for: 
midable than the wolf, and differs in appearance, and that it 
was unheard of and unseen before the Taiping Rebellion.” 


SHANGHAL 

From this port we have advices to the 21st June. The out- 
ward mail of April 26th was delivered on the 15th June. 

Sir Rutherford Alcock had passed through Shanghai on a 
visit to the Yangtsze ports; returned to Shanghai, and left 
again for the South on the 17th June. The following items of 
news are from the Worth China Herald :-— 

The bean-cake trade between the northern ports and Shanghai 
has been the subject of much discussion. While nominally as- 
senting to the employment in it of foreign ships, the Taotai has 
always exerted his influence, surreptitiously, to prevent their 
engagement. From official correspondence which we publish 
elsewhere, it will be seen that the Governor-General of Nanking 
has, on the representation of Sir Rutherford Alcock, directed tke 
Taotai to issue a proclamation declaring British vessels at full 
liberty to engage in the northern bean trade. It is feared, how- 
ever, that the same secret influence may still be exerted to neu- 
tralise the apparent consent. 

A scheme is on foot for constructing a road to the Feng- 
wang-shan hills, to facilitate approach to the only rising ground 
near Shanghai. We doubt, however, whether sufficient funds 
will be procured for the purpose. ; 

Some dissension has taken place in the Fire Brigade in con- 
sequence of the appointment by the Commissioner of some 
officers to No. 2 Company without consulting the members. 
No objection is entertained to the officers; but it is held that, 
in appointing them, the Commissioner has exceeded his power ; 
that the right of election lies with the members. 

The unfortunate delay in telegrams via Kiachta, at a time 


' when they were most anxiously looked for, is explained by the 
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fact of the Russian wires having broken mitch the Missan Wikee Matin Balen dows: Me. Grit (onumsnd Sil Licct-Csmimender AB Madance bili wink Mr. Grant 
however expresses a hope ‘that the accidents are over for the 
season, as the ice has all disappeared now. 

Some Chinese house property in the Maloo, bringing in a 
yearly rental of $1,080, has been sold at auction for taels 
2,500. 

A partial amalgamation of the local Post-office and tho 
Packet Agency has been arranged. Both institutions will be 
gathered intv one building, and one staff of coolies will suffice 
for both. The province of each will be defined; that is, the 
Packet Agency will cease to undertake certain duties which it 
now performs, to which the local office will attend exclu- 
sively. The revenues of each will of course be still distinct. 

At a meeting of the British Episcopal Church Society held at 
the Consulate, Mr. Bryans was elected a trustee in place of Mr. 
Whittall. Mr. Lawrence then asked Mr. Kidner, the architect, 
when the new church was likely to be finished, as the present 
pews were dilapidated and rather draughty. Mr. Kidncr was 
sorry the church was not likely to be finished so soon as he 
might perhaps have led the public to suppose six months ago. 
Since then various obstacles had arisen. Once or twice the 
workmen had struck—the strike on one occasion lasting for 
two or three weeks. Intimidation had been employed to pre- 
vent men who were otherwise willing to work from doing so. 
The greatest number that had been employed at any one time 
was 300, not half so many as would have been engaged if more 
could have been obtained. These were the only reasons why 
the building was getting on so slowly. Otherwise, every one 
connected with it was doing his best to push it forward ; in 
fact it was the interest of every one that it should be finished 

8 quickly as possibly. 

The Silk Guild has submitted to the Taotai four rules, by 
which they proposed that transactions with foreign merchants 
should in future be governed. ‘These rules having, however, 
been unanimously repudiated by the Chamber of Commerce and 
merchants generally, the Consuls have very properly refused to 
recoguise them. They are as follows :— 

Rules as to Trade with Foreigners agreed to by the Silk Hongs. 

1. It has been hitherto the custom for linguists attached to the hongs 
of silk brokers through which silk is sold to foreign hongs before the com- 
mencement of each new silk season, after finding securities, to apply to the 
Customs Bank for a stamped (blank) book (of forms in which is entered 
every transaction) in order to ensure that the duties are properly paid. 
For the prevention of confusion, and to specialise the responsibility, those 
who do not apply for the stamped books through the guild, and all un- 
attached linguists, are forbidden to purvey silk to foreigners as brokers. 

2. The basis of commerce between Chinese and foreigners being good 
faith, and public feeling having of late undergone a change, native mer- 
chants desired that the trade should be altered to a ready-money system. 
As, however, the amount of money required by such an arrangement is 
very large, and the matters connected with deciding the quality and weight 
are somewhat complicated, it is feared that this course would be incon- 
venient even to the most respectable merchants. A certain amount of de- 
lay must be conceded to the foreigner if he is forced to obtain advance on 
the silk he buys. 

It is now proposed as a safeguard to both parties to make it imperative 
that the price of the silk is to be paid before the departure of the mail 
steamer. 

3. As, therefore, the ready money system is impossible, it is determined 
that when the silk has been weighed and the price calculated, the foreign 
hong shall be applied to for a note giving full particulars of the goods, 
and fixing the date of payment, which date must be before the departure 
of the mail steamer. This note is to be handed over by the linguist to the 
silkman for him to hold till the payment is due. 

4. Silk sold to a foreign merchant, even after being weighed, packed, 
and stowed on board the steamer, shall not be treated as his property be- 
fore the payment becomes due, or if the price bas not been paid in full, and 
if news arrives from abroad that the foreign hong has failed, application 
shall be made to the Consulate to have the silk returned to the original 
owners. 

The U.S. flag-ship Hartford and the Wyoming have returned 
from an expedition to the southern part of Formosa, whither 
they had gone to inquire into and avenge the deaths of the 
crew of the American barque Rover, which vessel was wrecked 
on the Bashecs in March last, the crew escaping in boats, but 
only to be treacherously murdered by the natives of Formosa 
on reaching their shores. <A force of blue-jackets and marings— 
numbering 180—was landed for the purpose of destroying any 
villages they might find and to burn the thick jungle which 
afforded cover to the natives, and succeeded in destroying 
several collections of huts, but found the jungle too green to 
burn. The natives retreated, keeping up a running fire, and 
drew the force some miles into the interior, when the effects of 
the heat, the thermometer standing at 92 deg. in the shade, 
were 80 great that a halt was called. While resting, an attack 
was made by the natives, and in charging the attacking party, 


the division was drawn into an ambuscade, and the officer in 
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command, Staff Lieut.-Commander A. S. Mackenzie killed while 
leading on his men. Finding that nothing further could be 
done, the force retired carrying their wounded and those struck 
down by the sun, and on the following day the vessels retired, 
the Admiral deeming it imprudent to again expose the men to 
the heat of a tropical sun, as the jungle was too thick to admit 
of their penetrating it. There is however every reason to be- 
lieve that effective chastisement will be meted out to the 
savages later in the season, when cooler weather will have set 
in and the jungle be dry enough to fire. 

Commerctat.—Silk: A large business has been done since last réport 
at very full prices. The market re-opened after despatch of last mail at 
an advance of 30 taels on the then quotations, but owing to the anxiety 
to realise shown by holders, prices gradually tended downwards, until re- 
ceipt of telegrams via Kiachta with positive orders from home caused 
great competition amongst buyers, and led to an advance of 15 to 25 
taels, making No. 8 Tsatlees worth 550 to 570 taels, at which the market 
closes. Teas: Black: Settlements 8,133 chests, at 13% taels for a 
small chop of old tea; 23 taels for a small chop mixed tea; 
82 to 33 taels for Hohows; 34 taels for Ningchows; besides which 
a small chop of good Oopack is reported settled at 29. Kia- 
kiang teas are realising about the equivalent of up-river rates, but 
Hankow teas cau be bought on more favourable terms. Buyers at this 
are afraid of the large export and not willing to operate. Stock about 
27,000 chests. Total settlements in Hankow to 18th, 112,226 chests, 
against 101,563 at same time last year. Stock 43,000, ‘against 29,000 at 
same time last year. Settlements from 13th to 14th, 9, 500 chests. Green 
Teas: Two small chops of Shanghai-packed tea have been settled at 
sls. 23.50, leaving about 5,000 half-chests in stock. The new leaf is still 
reported as costing very high; we cannot, however, give quotations at 
present. The John R. Worcester, Eliza Shaw, Challenger, City of Aber- 
deen, Sir Launcelot, Ajax (steamer via Hong Kong), and Gossamer have 
sailed for London, taking about 7,000,000 lbs. Exchange: The sterling 
rate is firm at 6s. 4d. for 4 months’ sight, and 6a, 4 for 6 months’ 
private bills. Sales of 4 months’ sight Bank paper have been made at 
63. 34d. oa 

FOOCHOW. 

Advices from this port are to the 18th June. The Ariel 
was towed to sea by the steamer Undine on the 13th, so that 
the Maitland has 13 days’ start of her; the Sertca, 11 days ; 
Taeping, 9 days ; Fiery Cross, 8 days, Ziba, 5 days; Flying 
Spur, 4 days; Taitsing, 4 days; Black Prince, 3 days; Yangtze, 
12 hours. Although nine ships left before the Arie/, she 
obtained 19s. per ton more than the ruling freight, and although 
defeated last season, there are many “backers” to be found 
ready even now to take her “against the field” at “‘ evens.” 

CommerctaL.—A good bnsiness has been done in Congous since date of 
last report, settlements amounting to about 45,000 chests. Arrivals from 
the interior have been Jarge, and include many fine teas, and prices of all 
descriptions have given way somewhat, a decline of as much as 2 or 3 {is, 
on fine grades being noticeable in some instances. At the close buyers 
showed little disposition to operate, and rates were weak, with a downward 
tendency. Stock was estimated at 26,000 chests. The Souchong market 
was opened on the 10th inst., tls. 42.8 0. b. (or abont 8 tls. under Jast 
season’s opening rates), and some 4,000 chests have since found buyers, 
latest settlements showing a reduction of about a tael, and a further decline 
was looked for. Stock about 9,000 chests. About 6,000 half-chests 
Oolong have been taken for England at rather easier figures. We are still 
unable to report favourably of the quality of Oolongs—they are very 
rough and dusty in leaf. Teamen state that finer grades are expected in 
about two weeks’ time. A few small settlements of Scented tea have been 
made at lower rates. The Ariel, Chinaman, Yangtsze, and Golden Spur 
have sailed for London with about 3, 900, 000 Ibs. tea. Rate of eet £4 


HONG KONG. 

Dates from this port extend to the 25th of June. The out- 
ward mail of May 10 was delivered on the 4th of June with 
London telegrams to May 30. 

The new “ Hope” Granite Dock at Aberdeen was opened on 
the 16th of June, with all the accessaries usually attendant 
upon such occasions. His Excellency the Governor took the 
opportumity of breaking a bottle of champagne on the occasion 
of the Fire Dart entering the dock, and made a neat little 
speech as he did so. It was at the suggestion of Mr. Lamont that 
the dock was so named, and he (the Governor) had much pleasure 
in christening it according to the suggestion of the man who had 
been the originator of the scheme. Success and satisfaction 
are the words which express the feelings of the party (about 
125) who took part in the inauguration ceremony; and it is 
only due to the company to say that success in such an enter- 
prise is a great thing in a distant part of the world like Hong 
Kong. 

The bankruptcy case of Messrs. Lyall, Still, and Co. came on 
for final hearing on the 24th June. The following is a report 
of the proceedings :— | 

Charles Frederick Still and George Francis Maclean appeared for final 
examination. 

The Attorney-General and Mr. Pollard, Q.C., appeared as counsel for 
the bankrupts. 


Mr. Whyte, instructed by Mr. Sharp, appeared on behalf of Mr. Liebert, 
Mr. Mendel, and Messrs. Henderson, who are creditors. The Attorney- 
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General also appeared to represent Messrs. Chalmers, Guthrie, and Co., 
while Mr. Pollard also represented the Oriental Bank and Messrs. Fuseell 
‘and Co. Mr. Hazeland appeared on behalf of Mr. Bridges, and Mr. Cald- 
well represented Messrs. Bower, Hanbury and Co. 

On reference having been made to the notes of proceedings at the ad- 

judication, some altercation arose between the Chief Justice and Mr. 
Pollard regarding the wording of the minute. The Judge maintained that 
all that had been said was not inserted, and that there was an important 
omission. On Mr. Pollard being interrupted in his reply by his lordship, 

Mr. Pollard said: I submit, my lord, I have a right to be heard. 

The Chief Justice replied that he had no right to be heard unless in 
answer to his questions. 

Mr, Pollard submitted that the judge was bound to hear all his answer, 
and not part of itonly. — 

Chief Justice: Will you sit down, Mr. Pollard; I do not want to hear 
you. Will you sit down or not? 

Mr. Pollard then sat down. 

Chief Justice: You are perfectly safe, Mr. Whyte. You can upset these 
proceedings. 

Mr. Whyte: What proceedings, my lord? 

Chief Justice: The whole bankruptcy. 

Mr. Whyte: My learned friend has given me an undertaking— 

Here followed a private consultation amongst counsel, which resulted in 
an apparent “smoothing” over of all difficulties. After another sharp 
skirmish between the honourable judge and the learned Queen’s counsel, 

The Attorney-General said that none of the creditors appeared either to 
examine or oppose the bankrupts. Mr. Still and Mr. Maclean had invited 
all the creditors to examine their books during the week, and it was ad- 
mitted that their books had been kept in a very creditable manner. 
Every transaction had been stated therein, and they were ready to facili- 
tate any further examination. He thought that the whole affairs of the 
bankruptcy would prove to be to the satisfaction of the Court. He would 
also mention that, on behalf of Mr. Whittall, who represented Messrs. 
Chalmers, Guthrie, and®Co., he appeared for that firm, that they were 
creditors to the extent of about half the liabilities of the bankrupts, 
ree that they had examined the books and found them perfectly satis- 

actory. . 

- The report of the official assignee was then read. Mr. Masson therein 
stated that he had examined the accounts, and found them in a most per- 
fect and correct state. There was a balance on the wrong side of the 
sum of $635,935, while there was not more than $2,000 on the right side; 
at the same time, a portion of the assets had been claimed by special 
creditors. 

The Chief Justice said this was a most satisfactory statement, and was 
what should be expected from the position and reputation of the firm here 
in Hong Kong. The accounts and statements appeared to have been 
drawn up with very great care and very much attention. 

Mr. Whyte here observed that, as representing his three clients, Liebert, 
Mendel, and Henderson, he did not intend to ask any questions, or to 
oppose the bankrupts’ discharge. 

Mr. Pollard stated that so far as Messrs. Fussell and Co. were concerned, 
for whom he appeared, he had no questions to ask and no opposition to 
make, He appeared also for the Oriental Bank, who had a possible inte- 
rest in the bankruptcy. A gentleman of the bank’s staff had examined 
the books, and had found them so correct that no opposition was offered. 

The Chief Justice here recalled the controversy concerning the words 
used by Mr. Pollard at the adjudication, as expressed in the minute of 
‘proceedings. He wishei that the words which Mr. Pollard averred he 
uaed at the time should be added to the original minute. He added that 
he had some doubts at the time as to granting the adjudication, and he 
did so only on condition that the bankruptcy should never be questioned. 
If it was also upon that understanding that Mr. Pollard accepted the adju- 
dication, then it was all right.. 

Mr. Pollard, while altering the minutes, remarked that there could be 
no further difficulty about the matter. It would have nothing to do with 
the Min case. 

Mr. Pollard observed that Chalmers, Guthrie, and Co., Jardine, Ma- 
theson, and Co., the Oriental Bank Corporation, Calvert and Co., Bowyer, 
Hanbury, and Co., and Fuasell and Co.—who represented more than 
three-fourths of the liabilities of the bankrupt estate—had, through their 
counsel and agents, expressed their belief that the books contained a correct 
record of all the transactions of the bankrupts, and that they did not, there- 
fore, wish to examine the parties. 

The Chief; Justice observed that as none of the creditors nor the 
Official assignee had any question to ask the bankrupts, he would not 
attempt to do so. The creditors were sapposed to be in a position to know 
best about such matters ; and he therefore could not think of placing any 
obstacle in the way of the final examination of the bankrupts now before 
the court. It was a somewhat unusual course for two to pass, while a 
third partner was in England ; but as nothing could be gained by a post- 
ponement, he would not allow that circumstance to affect the passing of 
the bankrupts. With the mass of evidence which the creditors themselves 
had produced, he was compelled to say that he had great pleasure in 
allowing the bankrupts to pass their final examination without further 
post ponement. 

The Attorney-General remarked that he was certain that the bankrupts 
had shown an unusual desire to do everything which was possible to 
do in the matter of simplifying an examination of the affairs of the estate: 

Chief Justice: They can’t do too much. . 

The two bankrupts before the court then applied for their final dis- 
charge; which, according to the terms of the Ordinance, is granted by an 
order coming into force fourteen days after the final examination, The 
Chief Justice, having asked in the usual way whether any one of the cre- 
ditors proposed to oppose the final discharge of the bankrupts, and no one 
appearing, the discharge was granted accordingly. 

His Lordship, in doing so, remarked that, from what he had seen, he 
thought nothing had entered the case which could be said to go beyond the 
common state of things present in any bankruptcy. It was satisfactory 
that the books told the whole tale, as that was the first merit in any bank- 
tuptcy, and both bankrupts were entitled to that credit in this case. They 
would leave the court without the slightest imputation, except that cer- 
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‘tain want of prudence which characterised almost every one who traded 


largely in China. There were, however, different interpretations of what 
constituted a want of prudence in the legal meaning of the term. That 
which in a place like London or Liverpool—[Mr. Pollard: Or Manchester 
(laughter).]—would be nothing extraordinary, would in a small town be 
looked on as an excess of speculation quite incompatible with fair busi- 
ness. The bankrupts had breathed a China air and formed China habits ; 
they had played for high risks, and lost; and he thought that those who 
had supplied them with the means of such extravagant speculation had the 
least cause to complain. 

Protection having been granted for the fourteen days intervening be- 
tween the discharge of the bankrupts, the Court then rose. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 

It is a subject of almost universal remark that the recent 
announcement of Messrs. Dent and Co.’s suspension has, con- 
trary to all probability, produced no visible effect upon busi- 
ness transactions of every description, both in Hong Kong and 
on the coast. In other times so great a disaster as this would 
have undoubtedly disorganised markets, by destroying credit 
and upsetting all calculations as to prices, but at present it 
seems as though the China trade had reached such a pitch of 
deterioration as to be beyond the reach of avy further cisturb- 
ing influences. It is not by any means that the present failure 
has been in the least degree anticipated ; on the contrary, the 
announcement of the suspension a fortnight or three weeks ago 
certainly took the entire community by surprise ; and it may 
be taken either as a proof that the unfortunate firm have acted 
with wonderful foresight in extricating themselves from immediate 
engagements or that the trade in general is so stagnant as to be 
quite unimpressible. The latter is probably the true 
hypothesis, and, in fact, there has not been a month hitherto 
in which so little business has been conducted at Hong Kong 
as the past one. Along the coast it has been different, and 
notably at Foochow, where, as I mentioned in my last letter, 
the operations of last year have been repeated, in despite of 
warnings, though on a somewhat reduced scale. Astonishment 
continues to be expressed at the prices given at Foochow for 
the teas recently shipped, which the best and most solvent 
houses have firmly refused to pay, and if, as seems inevitable, 
the return of the season’s shipment again shows a loss, the crash 
that will ensue must surpass even the experience of the two 
preceding years. 

As I anticipated two mails ago, the silk of the present season 
in the Canton province is entirely ruined by the cold and wet 
weather, which has lasted up to the middle of this month. The 
second “crop” is now verging upon its close, and barely 100 
bales have been shipped from Canton. Judging from past ex- 
perience, the four remaining crops are likely to suffer in a 
similar manner, if not to the same extent with the two first. 
As a compensation to the natives, perhaps, the unusually rainy 
season has been beneficial to the rice crops, and an extraordi- 
narily plenteous harvest is anticipated. As a consequence, the 
heavy stocks accumulated here and at Canton are virtually un- 
saleable. . 

Throughout the North of China continued drought prevails, 
and at Tientsin has caused an almost entire cessation of busi- 
ness, owing partly to the consequent distress among the farm- 
ing and poorer classes generally, but principally to the drying 
up of the rivers and canals having cut off the means of internal 
navigation. 

At Shanghai the season is again extremely unhealthy, and 
deaths from heat, apoplexy, and fever, have already been nu- 
merous. The South, on the contrary, continues perfectly 
salubrious—an extremely advantageous circumstance for the 
fine young soldiers of the 73rd Regiment, who appear to be 
getting acclimatised with very little serious sickness. 

Some curious facts have recently come to light here with 
reference to dealings in steamships, &c., in which the luckless 
Chinese Government has been pillaged as ruthlessly as the 
Japanese. Some few months ago the authorities at Canton 
purchased a small iron steamer, owned in Hong Kong, for 
river service, aud appears to have been instantly attacked by the 
French Consul at that port, who, it is stated, demanded in the 
most positive terms that one or more steamers should forthwith 
be obtained through French agency, holding out the promise that 
French gunboats should be obtained from Japan. His importunity 
resulted in a bargain being struck, and a contract was entered 
into with ashipbuilder in Hong Kong, who very opportunely 
had on hand the engines and boilers of the late British gunboat 
Flamer, condemned as unserviceable. A hull to match was 
quickly put together, and the Chinese were called upon to pay 
some $70,000 for the valuable craft which resulted. The 
amount paid to the builder is stated to have been within 
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$40,000 ; and at present, after six weeks’ service under a French 
captain (lately occupied in the coolie trade at Macao), the re- 
doubtable gunboat is pronounced unserviceable from a complete 
breakdown in her machinery. Such are some of the lessons 
taught the Chinese by European civilisation. 


ComMMERCIAL.—There has been more activity in our market generally 
since despatch of last mail, and we are led to look for further improvement 
ere long. Piece Goods: Importers of Grey Shirtings made some slight con- 
cessions during the early part of the interval, which led to increased tran- 
sactions, and latterly the inquiry has been quite active, enabling holders 
to effect sales at a slight advance on our last quotations, Dealers have 
shown a great desire to purchase T-Cloths either on the spot or “ to arrive,” 
and prices have been forced up 10 to 15 cents per piece. Stocks are now 
almost exhausted. A sale of 3,500 pieces American Drills—40 yards—is 
reported at $6.10 per piece, prices having advanced with those of English 
staple manafactures. In other descriptions there have been no transac- 
tions. Woollens are in more demand, and Long Ells have advanced 
in view of small supplies. Other kinds are unchanged in value, but more 
wanted.  Afetals: Iron is very firm; stocks light. Lead dull and weak. 
Tin steady. There has been but one arrival of Coal, and former rates are 
still demanded, while prospects favour an advance. Tonnage: Inquiry is 
only moderate, but the amount of available tonnage in harbour is small, 
and rates are fairly maintained. Nothing has been done in home charters 
direct, or ria Manila, and only one vessel has been taken up for the Colo- 
nies, at former rates. xchange: On London at six months’ sight, 4s. 53d. 
for Bank, and 4s. 6d. to 4s. 6}d. for first-class private paper; at six 
months’ sight, 4s. 6d. for bank, and 4s. 63d. to 4s. 74d. for private. Only 
@ moderate amount of paper has changed hands. 

, CANTON. 

With regard to the reviving prospects of this port, the China 
Mail says :—“ There are but two articles of extensive export 
which can materially affect the future of Canton, viz, tea and 
silk, and despite the misfortune which has attended mercantile 
effort in the North, we cannot think that the advantages pre- 
sented by the Yangtze ports will ever be relinquished by foreign 
merchants, after the time and money which have been expended 
in creating those emporia of trade. But with respect to imports 
there is more hope. Cotton, for instance, which during 1860 was 
imported to the value of $5,700,000, had at the close of last year 
disappeared from thelist. Peace in America, which enables Indian 
traders to send consignments of this article further East, instead 
of their being entirely diverted to Home wants, will doubtless 
have the effect of again making it an article of extensive import, 
while as a more liberal policy with regard to rice imported in 
foreign bottoms may be hoped for upon the revision of the 
treaty, by the abolition or reduction of tonnage dues, this trade 
may again assume its old proportions. It is strange, by the 
way, to hear it often asserted that teas are to be got almost as 
cheaply at Canton as at the Yangtze ports situated imme- 
diately in the neighbourhood of the tea districts. If this 
continue, the competition at the northern ports will soon cease 
to be dangerous, and apparently foreigners are doing their best 
by giving exorbitant prices to verify the statement. But at the 
best the position of Canton at this moment is such as to render 
one careful of too dogmatically pronouncing in favour of its 
progress or ultimate decline. To the outside world the build- 
ing of naw houses and the general air of improvement which 
prevails in the real ‘model settlement,’ is such as to lead to 
sanguine anticipations. Whether they will be verified it is 
almost impossible to say.” 

ComMERCIAL.—Tea: A fair business has been done in Scented teas. 
Some 22,000 boxes Scented Orange Pekoes have found buyers at from 
taels 23 to 27, and about 18,000 boxes Scented Capers at from taels 184 
to 26; of the latter one clean, common, but true leaf parcel of about 2,000 
boxes was settled at 134 taels. As itis reported that there is plenty of 
leaf about this district, we are in hopes to see prices ruling still lower for 
Scented teas. About 3,000 boxes new make Congous are reported settled 
for Buenos Ayres at from taels 23 to 25. Canton Greens: 2,000 
boxes Gunpowders have been settled for England at 22 taels. 
In Country Greens nothing has been done; stock consists of three 
chops. Silk: Since the departure of last mail, our market has been 
extremely dull in consequence of small stocks. The country market 
for second crop produce was opened yesterday, and by the action 
of native speculators prices were run up to the following high rates, viz., 
—Tsatlee No. 1, $580; No. 2, $565; Loongkong No. 1, $550; No. 2, 
$535; Cumchoock No. 1, $530; No. 2, $515; best Re-reeled do., $600. 
At these figures there is on the part of foreign houses a great disinclina- 
tion to operate, As stocks accumulate no doubt prices will fall consider- 
ably, as they appear now not to be sustained by actual demand, but rather 
by the combined action of the Guilds. 

In general articles of export we have no changes to report, with the 


exception of Cassia, which continues to be purchaesd in small quantities at 
$18} to 18% per picul.

China. The Woodlark is to be constructed on the same lines and from 
the same set of drawings as the twin screw gunvessel Plover, building at 
Woolwich dockyard. 

On the 29th ult. the Board of Admiralty paid their annual visit to the 
royal dock and victualling yards, Deptford. They were received by the 
superintendent, Capt. A. P. Eardley Wilmot, C.B., A.D.C., and the 
principal officers of both yards. After remaining about an hour in the 
superintendent's office, transacting official business, they proceeded to 
inspect the ships building, which occupied some time. Two composite 
gunboats attracted the particular notice of their lordehips—the Thistle and 
Boxer, twin screw, intended for special service in the China Scas, under 
Sir Henry Keppel. 

One thousand six hundred Palliser shell shot have been despatched from 
Woolwich to be shipped in the London Docks for transit to the guardship 
at Hong Kong. They were all carefully packed in canvas bags to protect 
the brass studs from being damaged by removal. 

The Malabar sailed from Spithead on the 27th ult. for Bombay to enter, 
upon‘her troop-carrying duties, in conjunction with the Jumnaand Euphrates, 
between the Indian ports and Suez. She calis in at the Cape de Verdes 
and the Cape of Good Hope on her voyage out. The following military 
officers and troops embarked at Spithead, and have proceeded in the ship 
to join their corps at the Cape of Good Hope and Bombay :—Ist battalion

ments. 

A naval court martial assembled on board Her Majesty's ship Victory at 
Portsmouth last week, for the trial of Commander W. MM. Menzies and 
Navigating Lieutenant Christian for the loss of Her Majesty’s screw gun 
vessel Osprey, off Cape St. Francis, on the S.E. coast of Africa, on the 
morning of the 30th of May last. The court was composed of Rear- 
Admiral F. Warden, C.B., president; Captains F. B. Seymour, C.B., 
R. J. J. C. Macdonald, W. C. Chamberiain, E. W. Vansittart, M. N, 
Nolloth, and Roderick Dew, C.B. Mr. E. Hoskins officiated as Deputy- 
Judge Advocate. The facts are sufficiently explained in the finding of the 
Court delivered in the subjoined terms :— After a deliberation of two hours 
and a-half the Court was of opinion that Commander Menzies and Navi- 
gating Lieutenant Christian were guilty of negligence in not using the 
lead, or in making any attempt to get soundings in approaching {the land! 
and in not wearing the ship off the land during the night, if it were con- 
sidered dangerous to sound; but, in consideration of the character for 
great caretulness which commander Menzies had received, the Court 
thought such negligence arose from an error of judgment. They there- 
fore adjudged him to lose four years’ seniority, and to be severel ; 
manded. Taking into consideration the high testimonials Lieut. Christian 
had received the Court adjudged him to lose two years’ seniority, and tobe 
severely reprimanded. The Court could not separate without expressing 
its regret that the Osprey wes not supplied with the edition of 1895 of tho

Ib. ; common to fair red leaf, 1s. to 1s. 0$4.; Congon siftings, from 54d. 
to 6}d., which showed a slight reduction ; common to fair Oolongs sold at 
104d. to 1s. 14d. per lb., being decidedly lower. 


Ticers In Java.—We should fancy the people of Java must have 
rather a lively time of it. According to the latest official statistics con- 
tained inthe Tijdschrift vor Nederlandsch Java, the tiger has in one single 
year consumed exactly 148 human beings, and in another year 131. The 
crocodiles cleared an average of 50 people a year, while serpents ac- 
counted for between 22 and 43, But the Dutch seem to accept their fate 
with characteristic equanimity. The Governor-General a long while ago 
offered as a prize for every tiger that was killed the munificent sum of 
twenty-two guilders (£2). His subjects apparently prefer being eaten by 
the tiger. 

LauncH.—There was Jaunched last week, from the building yard of 
Mr. Wm. Doxford, Pallion, near Sunderland, an iron clipper barque of 
about 800 tons register, called the Victoria. She has iron masts, steel 
yards, and all modern improvements to enable her to make rapid pas- 
sages in the Manilla trade, for which she is intended. She has been built 
for Messrs. Olano, Larrinaga, and Co., of Liverpool, and is intended to 
form one of their line of vessels employed in the above-named trade.

Her Majesty’s screw steamship Princess Royal, 73, Captain William G. 
Jones, flag of Rear-Admiral George St. Vincent King, from China, the 
Cape of Good Hope, and St. Helena, arrived in Plymouth Sound on the 
Sist July. The Princess Royal, we understand, will be paid off at 
Devonport next week. When this ship was first commissioned, many 
and evil were the reports about her. Jt was said she was rotten, her stern 
was weak and drooping, her shaft was not in line, and numerous were the 
predictions that a week from starting would see her back disabled in Ply- 
mouth Sound, but nevertheless she has gone over half the navigable world, 
and returns home with scarcely a defect, and the same spars she sailed 
with, and her officers much regret she is most probably the last of the liners 
they will ever serve in. During her commission the Princess Royal has 
visited Madeira, Sierra Leone, Cape of Good Hope, Trincomalee, Madras, 
Pondicherry, Bombay, Colombo, Singapore, Siam, Hong Kong, the chief 
ports in China, and all Japan. On her return home she called at Batavia, 
St. Helena, and Ascension. Her crew during the whole period bas been 
remarkably healthy, and with the exception of one epidemic of small pox 
which took off eight men, she has been free from disease. One little fact 
is curious‘in connection with the ship, showing how constantly she was on 
the move. Her Majesty bad graciously presented two portraits of the 
Princess Royal to the officers’ messes (as her Royal Highness had 
christened the ship), but yey sent before the ship left England, strange 
to say they never reached their destination for three years and three months,

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' THE MAIL SERVICE. 

THE momentous question of postal communication with the 
East has again formed the subject of a long disoussion in the 
House of Commons. The principal speeches will be found at 
length in our Parliamentary Intelligence, but it will perhaps be 
advisable to recapitulate their substance here, in order to facili- 
tate comment on the present position of the affair. Mr. Craw- 
FORD very ably commenced the debate by taking the Govern- 
ment to task for having neglected to pay due attention to the 
Report issued by the Select Committee of last year. The Com- 
mittee, Mr. CRAWFORD said, was composed of persons specially 
fitted for inquiring into the subject, and their Report, based on 
a careful investigation, was eminently lucid and practical ; 
yet the Government had failed to carry out some of its 

‘most important recommendations. First, with regard to 
the question of cost. There was a loss on the whole service 
of about £160,000, thejentire expense being £396,000, and 
the amount received in postages £236,000. This deficiency 
proved the subject of a sort of triangular duel between the 
Treasury, the Post-office, and the India-office, neither of the 
departments being content to bear it, or even a portion of it; 
so that in the end the burden was likely to fall on the public, 
in the shape of an increased rate of postage. Whereas, this 
deficiency being in effect the cost to this country of the means 
by which not only the commercial, but the social and political 
connection between this country and its dependencies in the 
Eastern world was maintained, ought clearly to be borne by 
the Government. Then, the Committee specially recommended 
that the service of India should be kept separate and distinct 
from every other on the other side of Suez. But the Treasury, 
in their report, maintained that in keeping up the communica- 
tion with China and Japan the India mails must be made use 
of as far as Aden. Thus the Government, entirely disregarding 
the evidence given before the committee, carried out their own 
economical view, entirely passing over the view the committee 
had expressed that the mails should be carried with the utmost 
rapidity between Suez and Bombay. Another point was as to 
the speed at which the mails were to be conveyed. Thecom- 
mittee fixed the speed at 11 knots an hour, but that speed the 
Government reduced to 103 miles per hour. Another point 
was as to the passage across Europe. The committee came to the 
conlusion that Brindisi was not a fit place as a port of depar- 
ture, and that the Mont Cenis line of railway, being only a single 
line, was not so well fitted for the conveyance of mails asa double 
line of railway would be. The Treasury, however, had shown 
a preference for the Brindisi route. He admitted that by the se- 
lection of that route a saving of 24 hours might sometimes be ef- 
fected ; but the delay would be incaloulable in inclement weather, 
then the Mont Cenis line would be utterly impracticable. But 
the most important point of all, Mr. CRawrorp said, was .the 
presumed intention of the Government to allow the Messageries 
Imperiales Company to compete for the service. He protested 
against a contract being entered into which he belleved would 
be adverse to the commercial interests of this country. If such 
an arrangement were entered into, what, he asked, would be the 
-position of this country with regard to her communication 
with India in case of war with France, or even in the event of 
France being engaged in a war with another country? The 
Messageries Imperiales were under a ogntract with the French 
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Government which entirely precluded the possibility of that 
with England being csrried out properly, since the french 
Consuls would have power to delay the sailing of the vessels 
whenever ‘they thought the interests of their Government 
required it. Another thing was that our companies were 
not fairly weighted in the race, inasmuch as the Peninsular 
and Oriental Company only received a subsidy of 4s. 6d. per 
mile per annum, whereas the Messageries Imperiales received 
20s, per mile per annum. Mr. CrawrorD concluded by urging 
that the P. and O. Company had proved itself deserving of all 
possible support. During the Crimean war that company 
carried no fewer than 60,000 men from this country, besides 
12,000 horses and 2,000 officers. Everyone must also be 
aware what thatiand other companies did at the time of 
the Indian Mutiny, and where, he asked, should we have been 
if these vessels had not been in existence to carry out men 
and stores? Mr. Hunt replied on behalf of the Treasury, that 
the “slight deviations” from the Committee’s recommenda- 
tion that were complained of all arose from a wish to promote 
economy. He pointed out, somewhat unnecessarily, that if a 
single line between Suez and Aden were adopted the 
expense of a double line would be avoided. The ques- 
tion of speed also was a question of money. He justified 
a preference for the Brindisi route on the ground that 
Captain TyLER’s report showed a saving of 36 hours; and as 
regarded an arrangement with the Messageries Imperiales, com- 
munications had been going on between the English and French 
Governments which were not yet brought to a close. Mr. 
Caiwpers blamed the Government for everything, but chiefly 
for not having given notice to terminate the whole of the exist- 
ing contracts two years hence, so that, the Indian railway system 
being completed, one line of steamers might carry all the mails 
and passengers for Bombay, Madras, and Calcutta. Mr. Samupa 
deprecated the injustice of placing the P. & O. Company in 
competition with a foreign company. They possessed vessels, 
he said, which had been brought into existence at a cost of 
£3,000,000 sterling. Those who were acquainted with shipping 
knew the enormous depreciation that took place in the value of 
material of this description, and the effect upon such a company 
of throwing this plant out of service. During their existence 
they had received a large revenue from the carriage of troops, 
but the Government had now become, or were about to become, 
their own carriers of troops, and there would be a reduction in 
this source of revenue. It was not fair to bring them into com- 
parison with the Messageries Imperiales, which could hardly be 
said to be a public company at all, but rather a branch of the 
Government. It was, at any rate, a hot-hoase plant, which 
would not exist unless by the support of the Government. The 
Peninsular and Oriental Company employed a force of not less 
than 16,000 men. They were admirable sailors, and would be 
of great service in case of emergency. With regard to the 
amount of the subsidy, it should be borne in mind that it was 
merely part of a whole—viz. the work done by the 
post service and the return paid by the nation, and 
that there was a balance in the receipts of the Post-office 
of upwards of a million per annum over the expenditure. 
Mr. Larna pointed out that the French company had been 
established by the French Government in order to acquire 
political influence in the East, that being the motive avowed 
when the Chamber was asked to sanction what appeared an 
extravagant grant in its favour; and if the tender for the whole 
East was thrown open to it, the French Government would no 
doubt be prepared to back it up with an additional subsidy, in 
order to drive the Peninsular and Oriental or any other English 
company out of the field. No policy, he averred, could be more 
disastrous to the security of our Indian Empire. He attached 
no exaggerated importance to prestige, but for the postal cor- 
respondence of all the ports of the East to be conducted by the 
Messageries Imperiales, superseding English vessels, would “be 
highly dangerous to the prestige of England. He urged upon 
the Government that adherence to pedantic theories and narrow 
views was the most fertile source of extravagance. They should 
especially beware of being guided by the Post-office officials, 
who, though zealous with regard to the pecuniary interests of 
their department, were dangerous advisers. Mr, Hunt again 
essayed a defence of the Government policy, and pleaded that 
the report of the committee was not interpreted in the same 
way by different members of it. Mr. Crawrorp said distinctly 
that the Government should avail themselves of the Messageries 
Imperiales as an extra mail service. Mr. CHILDERS, on the 
other hand, proposed not to treat it as an extra service, but to 
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open up communications with the French Government to change 
the French service so as to dovetail into our own. Colonel 
Sykes for once made a speech on the right side. He eaid he 
had always been an advocate for competition in these matters, 
but then those who were to tender must stand on an equal 
footing. The Messageries Imperiales were chiefly supported by 
a subvention which the English Government would not give to 
any company whatever. It would be an act of great indiscretion 
to make a contract with such a company. The Peninsular and 
Oriental Company with its fifty three ships had really been an 
auxiliary to the navy. A desultory conversation followed, in 
the course of which Mr. GuapstonE said he considered it incum- 
bent on the Government to inform the House at an early date 
of the course they intended to adopt, to which remark the 
CHANCELLOR of the ExcHEQUER assented. 

We have reviewed this discussion at some length, chiefly 
because it elicited strong condemnations of the parsimonious 
views of the Government from all quarters, even from such 
stanch advocates of economy as Mr. CaimpeRs and Colonel 
Sykes. In the “triangular duel’ between the three depart- 
ments, so happily described by Mr. Crawrorp, the Post-office 
must certainly be adjudged victorious—at least if the palm of 
victory be considered synonymous with the acmé of meanness. 
As far as matters of detail only are concerned, the Post-office 
is admitted on all hands to be an admirably managed depart- 
ment; but in an extended view of its scope of usefulness its 
guiding spirits have for a long time been sadly wanting. Their 
object should be to promote the interests of our foreign com- 
merce, and to add to the value of our Eastern dominions, by 
affording the utmost facilities for intercommunication consistent 
with a moderate profit to their department. Instead of this, they 
unhappily concentrate their energies in the accumulation of as 
large a yearly surplus as possible. All considerations of na- 
tional prosperity and public convenience are thrust aside; the 
vast importance to this country of a complete, rapid, and en- 
tirely independent system of communication with its Indian 
possessions is entirely ignored ; the PostMasTER-GENERAL de- 
generates into an importunate tax-gatherer ; a system of cheese- 
paring economy reigns triumphant—and all in order that the 
already enormous surplus of the Post-office revenue may be still 
further augmented. This state of things, we trust, will not be 
allowed to continue. The entire postal service of the East must 
not be placed under the arbitrary control of a Continental des- 
pot, either by such a suicidal act as making a contract with a 
company which is in effect only a branch of the French Govern- 
ment, or even by the negative course of withholding proper 
support from our own old-established companies. 


While, however, we unsparingly condemn the penny-wise, 
pound-foolish policy so inconsiderately adopted by the Govern- 
ment, we must own that the report of the Select Committee, on 
which they were expected to base their course of action, was 
on one point extremely vague. When it was first printed we 
took exception to the doubtful phraseology employed, particu- 
larly in the sentence “having regard to any facilities which 
“ may be afforded by the monthly service to China now per- 
“‘ formed by the Messageries Imperiales from Marseilles.” We 
then pointed out that the meaning of the phrase “ having 
“ regard ” was certain to be misunderstood, and so it turned 
out. Ata later period Mr. CrawrorD wrote a letter explaining 
that the committee did not mean to recommend Government to 
enter into any contract whatever with the French company, 
but merely intended to point out the self-evident fact that what- 
ever English mails were determined on would be supplemented 
by the French one. In the meanwhile, however, the French 
company had been invited to tender, and hence the present 
difficulty. We cannot for a moment suppose that after such a 
strong expression of adverse opinion Government will for a 
moment entertain the idea of accepting such a tender, even 
should one be presented; still, it is evident that the whole 
thing has been mismanaged, and it is only the vigilance of some 
thoroughly practical members of the House that has secured us 
from drifting into some very unsatisfactory arrangement. It is 
only by giving due weight to the recommendations of the com- 
mittee, and alsoto the memorial of the merchants iv the China 
trade, which formed a necessary supplement to it, that the 

service can be placed on a proper footing. 


PROGRESS IN EGYPT. 


In these days of rapid progress the traveller who turns home- 
wards after an absence of even a few years often finds so many 
changes that he is scarcely able to recognise the scenes tha 
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were most familiar to him in earlier times. Old residents in 
the East, however, who have returned by the overland route 
during the last year or two, have had their attention awakened 
to an entirely new order of things long before they reached 
British, or even European soil. It was a great change when 
the old method of crossing the desert by caravan was superseded 
by the more rapid and comfortable railway ; but even that was 
hardly anything in comparison with the extraordinary revolu- 
tion that is going on in Egypt, under the auspices of the pre- 
sent VIceROY, whose energies, already wonderful in ason of 
IsuaM, will doubtless receive a fresh stimulus from his visit to 
France and England. In the first place there is the Canal, 
which is some day to connect the two seas. Incredulous as we 
may be as to the ultimate success of this colossal scheme as a 
financial undertaking, all doubts of its reality in a material 
point of view are quickly dispelled by a glance at the vast works 
that are being vigorously pushed forward in connection with it. 
At Suez, we see the fresh water canal close to the town ; ex- 
tensive docks rapidly approaching completion ; huge dredging 
machines constantly deepening the channel between the anchor- 
age and the town; works for reclaiming large tracts of coral 
reef and mud from the sea, and lofty chimneys towering over 
all, showing the existence of numerous factories, and 
stamping the place with that unmistakable air of industrial 
activity that nothing but a factory chimney can impart. And 
the whole place seems animated with a spirit of energy and 
business such as those who have not passed through the place 
for eight or ten years can form no idea of. The desert daily 
increases its claim to the title of the high road to India, and 
with the further development of facilities for traffic we shall 
soon see large quantities of English manufactures passing 
across it on the way to India and China, and still larger 
quantities of produce being sent homewards. The P. and O. 
steamer Mongolia recently took upwards of 4,000 bales of 
shirtings and other cotton goods from Suez, nearly all for 
Calcutta, and so great is the increase in this species of traffic 
that already the expediency of doubling the line of railway 
etween Alexandria and Suez begins to demand consideration. 
The satisfaction with which we view all these tangible indi- 
cations of progress is byno means unalloyed ; nor can we be 
accused of selfishness if we own that the sole drawback to it 
is a feeling of regret that British enterprise and capital has so 
little to do with the development of a country which should 
have been under our special care and protection. It was 
English energy and wealth that first placed Egypt in the 
position of the great highway between Europe and India, by 
the organisation of the overland route; yet here we 
seem to have been content to rest, while the French, with- 
out any substantial interests or political séatus in the East, have 
stepped in and made the further development of the country 
their especial care. As for the Canal itself, English engineers and 
capitalists have agreed from the first in regarding it as a chimera, 
or at best as a scheme which, if completed, could only be 
ruinous to its projectors ; and it may yet prove that in holding 
aloof from so gigantic a venture they have but exercised a 
wise discretion. But it is not the Canal alone that we have 
to consider. The Docks, the reclamation of land from the sea, 
the chief factories, and all the principal improvements are in 
French hands ; French men-of-war and merchant steamers are 
always present in the anchorage, and, as arule, a solitary P, 
and O. steamer is the only representative of the British flag. 
In short, French interests are entirely in the ascendant. This 
is not encouraging. Whether by rail or canal, the English 
merchandise aud treasure that will pass through the country 
must far exceed those of all other countries together. Our mails 
must continue to use the same route, and we are even now 
makiog arrangements to convey all our troops, stores, and mu- 
nitions of war through Egypt, instead of by the long and devious 
passage round the Cape. With such an important and rapidly 
growing traffic there must surely be profitable employment to be 
found in Egypt for English capital, labour, and ingenuity; and 
we cannot help expressing a regret that our countrymen do not 
more readily avail themselves of so promising a field. 


Ir is with no slight gratification that we find our hopeful anti- 
cipations regarding the prospects of the Hong Kong Mint are in a 
fair way of being fulfilled. After along and dreary interval of de- 
pression, trade in China is gradually assuming a more healthy 
tone, and, es one ofthe results, dollars are again at a premium there. 
We now hear that bankers and merchants are once more send- 
ing in silver for coining, while ichibous have for some time been 
flowing into the mint for conversion into dollars; and on this 
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side the sudden resumption of specie shipments points to the 
probable renewal at no distant date of that state of things which 
existed when the idea of establishing a mint at Hong Kong was 
first conceived, and which, in fact, encouraged its development. 

Under these circumstances it is probable that the course we 
" have so earnestly advocated will be adopted by the Government, 
and the mint allowed to have a fair and patient trial instead of 
being hastily abandoned. We hear nothing further at present 
of any order for small coinage to circulate in the Straits, but 
hope that this will not be altogether lost sight of, as such a 
measure cannot fail to benefit both colonies, 





THE announcement in our Shanghai newsin reference to the 
case of MenpEeL and LigBeErt was not very distinct. The ver- 
dict in favour of the plaintiffs must be read as in favour of 
the banks, and against Messrs. MenpEL and Lispert. We 
understand that this decision will be appealed against, and a 
new trial asked for in England. 


Tue Pacific Mail Company announce that the Colorado, which 
was advertised to leave San Francisco on the 4th ultimo on her 
third trip to Japan and China, will be followed on the 24th of 
this month by the new steamer Great Republic.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


POSTAL COMMUNICATION WITH THE RAST. 
" (Aug. Ist.) On the vote of £520,428 to complete the sum required for the 
Post-office packet service (with the usual proviso that none of it should be 
applied to the payment of Mr. Joseph George Churchward), Mr. Craw- 
FORD rose to invite the attention of the House to the postal service of the 
East. At an early period of Jast session he had drawn attention to this 
subject, especially with reference to the effect that the great changes which 
had taken place in India and the railways that were in the course of com- 
pletion would necessarily have in alteriug the arrangements of the Post- 
office. The result was that a committee was appointed, which in every 
sense of the word might be called a “ select” committee—for it was com- 
posed entirely of gentlemen selected for their fitness to undertake the 
duties assigned tothem. The committee sat a great number of days, and ex- 
amined many witnesses. The result was a report concurred in unanimously 
The committee, in their report, recorded their opinion, so far as regarded 
the Peninsular and Oriental Company, which possessed a fleet of 84,000 
tons and upwards of 20,000-horse power, that the service had been well 
performed, the assistant secretary to the Post-office stating to the com- 
mittee that no mail which had been entrusted to that company had been 
loet. (Hear, hear.) The changes recommended by the committee had 
reference mainly to the improved internal communication of India by the 
establishment of railways; and they stated that the time had arrived when 
tenders should be invited for the establishment of a weekly service to 
India direct to Bombay; and that the other communication to Madras 
and Calcutta should be superseded so far as India was concerned, it being 
found that letters addressed to every part of India would reach quicker ma 
Bombay than if the mails were despatched to every other port. They next 
suggested the extreme importance that the service should be an express 
one, unconnected with any service at the Isthmus of Suez, because it was 
impossible to avoid delay arising from the delay of other and independent 
vessels, beyond which there was the necessary delay of transhipment. 
They next turned their attention to the speed of the vessels, and required 
that it should be eleven miles between Marseilles and Alexandria, and ten 
on the other side of the Isthmus of Suez. Among other recommendations 
there was one to the effect that the Government take into consideration the 
arrangements to be made in consequence of the proposed separation of the 
Indian and China service for the establishment of a fortnightly service to 
China, and a monthly one to Australia. The report was presented at the 
end of the session, and as the representatives of the Government on the 
committee concurred in it, it was expected that its recommendations would 
be fulfilled by them to the letter. The conduct of the matter however 
passed into other hands ; but the new Government recognised its import- 
ance, and reviewed the report of the committee at full length in a Treasury 
minute. The cost of maintaining this line of postal communication had 
been a vexed question, a sort of triangular duel, between the Treasury, the 


Post-office, and the India-office, each of them trying to shift the burden of 


the additional cost beyond the postage upon the other public departments. 
Mr. F. Hill had always expressed an opinion that the excess of cost for 
the Indian postal communication should be paid by the India-office ; but 
that was objected to by Sir C. Wood, who urged that commerce greatly 
benefited by the additional facilities given to it by speedy postal communi- 
cation, and ultimately it was thrown upon the postage, which was increased 
by 50 per cent. The whole cost of the nasial conaciunicction to the East 
was £349,625, but from this was to be deducted £236,000 received for 
postage, so that the excess was something over £160,000. One-half of 
that was borne by India and the different colonies concerned, and the 
other half by the mother country. The increased cost occasioned by the 
difference between the amount of postage and the cost of communication, 
so far as India alone was concerned, was £48,000. He thought he had 
shown there were considerations of a public character which would hardly 
justify the Government in imposing on the public an increased postal charge. 
It was specially recommended that the service of India, being most impor- 
tant, should be kept wholly separate and distinct from other services on 
the other side of Suez, but the Government had entirely disregarded the 
evidence given before the committee in that respect, and they had also 
failed to follow the recommendations as regarded the route and speed. 
He was further sorry to see that a disposition had been shown to carry out 
the principles of economy submitted to the committee by affording foreign 
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companies the opportunity of competing with British companies. He pro- 
tested, in the interest of the country, against the ships of a foreign nation 
being employed in the conveyance of our mails, What would be the 
osition of this country under such circumstances in the event of hostilities 
bieaking out with the country with whose people the contract had been 
entered into? We should not only be deprived of a great advantage, but 
put our opponents in possession of those advantages which we ourselves 
ought to possess. (Hear, hear.) The peculiarity of the arrangement with 
the French company was this, that the competition was not a fair one. 
The Peninsular and Oriental Company held itself ready to meet any fair 
competition to which it might be subjected; but while it received a sub- 
sidy of 4s. 6d. per mile per year, the French company received from its 
Government a subsidy of 20s. per mile per year. During the Crimean 
war the Peninsular and Oriental Company carried from this country no 
less than 2,000 officers, 60,000 men, and between 11,000 and 12,000 
horses, and it was well known what they did at the time of the Indian 
mutiny. And what was done inthe Tyent affair? Almost at a day's 
notice 10,000 troops were taken to Canada by vessels of the Cunard and 
other companies. The French Government were willing, and endeavour- 
ing to raise for themselves a power on the sea equal to that which we 
possessed through the agency of these companies, and, in fact, the 
Messageries Imperiales might almost be considered a department of the 
Government. And this was the company with which our steam shipping 
companies here and in India were called upon to compete. (Hear, hear. ) 
He wished to enter his protest against any act on the part of the Govern- 
ment which would saddle this country with a contract with that company. 
He held that such a course was against public policy, and was unfair and 
8 ee to the Peninsular and Oriental Company. It would be a sort of 
political insanity to put such a weapon into the hands of any foreign Power. 
The Peninsular and Oriental Company had received notice of the termi- 
nation of their contract on the Ist of February next, and the tenders for 
the new contract were to be sent in by the 16th of September. He did 
not see how, in the interval, the Government could enter into any new 
contract, because they could not obtain the approval of Parliament. Aoy 
lan of the Government must necessarily come under the review of Par- 
Fiament next session, and if it were not suitable to the exigencies of the 
service, and did not adopt the recommendations of the committee, he 
should invite the House to express its opinion upon their conduct.—Mr. 
Host said it was obvious that the main objection raised to the slight 
deviation by the Government from the direct recommendation of the com- 
mittee was owing to their endeavour to promote economy; and the 
could hardly be blamed for doing that if it were consistent with 
the efficiency of the service. But he was prepared to show that the 
whole spirit of the recommendations of the committee had been em- 
bodied in the proposals of the Government. The Government were 
anxious to ascertain the cost of conveying the mails from Aden to 
Yokohama, and what would be the further cust of conveyance to Suez. 
The loss was on the Indian service, £48,000; China, £34,000; and Aus- 
tralia, £78,000. It was estimated that the weekly service to Bombay would 
entail a further loss of £40,000, making together nearly £90,000. The 
hon. gentleman had objected that an additional charge was to be imposed 
on the public to meet this loss; but he (Mr. Hunt) maintained that the 
additional charge would te upon those who used the service and for the 
relief of the public. After careful consideration it had been decided that 
the charge for the half ounce letter should be 9d. In reference to the 
page of speed, he need only say that this was a question of money, and 
the Government had asked for tenders showing the comparative cost for 
the different rates of speed. With regard to the routes from Marseilles 
and Brindisi, the Government were right in asking for tenders from both 
ports, and another reason why they did so was that, according to a re- 
port from Captain Tyler, a saving of 36 hours would be effected between 
England and Alexandria by the adoption of the Mont Cenis and Brindisi 
route. With reference to what had been said respecting the Messageries 
Imperiales, the Government had asked for tenders from all the world, and 
were they in that case to say no Frenchman need apply? But if what the 
honourable member for the City of London had said, namely, that the 
terms under which the French company were employed by the French 
Government would prevent their tendering to the English Government, 
were correct, there was no occasion for the alarm he had expressed, 
He trusted that he had now gone through the points raised by the hoa. 
gentleman, and had given a satisfactory answer to them.—Mr. CHILDERS 
could not agree that everything the hon. gentleman had done was satisfac- 
tory. On the contrary, it was very much to be regretted that the Govern- 
ment should in many points not have adopted the recommendations of the 
committee, and in others where they have adopted it in its letter they 
should have considerably departed from its spirit. The Treasury ought 
to have carried on the service by means of temporary arrangements till the 
completion of the Indian railways. It was again very ill-advised to call 
for tenders for the India and China service only. It would be extremely 
inexpedient to enter into arrangements with the Messageries Imperiales 
Company, which was a foreign company, having a contract with another 
Government, and it would be impossible to make the necessary arrangements 
with the company itself unless they consulted the French Government. 
—Mr. Samupa said that the question had branched out into one of 
general policy, and he thought the attention of the committee bad been 
diverted from the recommendations. A memorial from the Peninsular 
and Oriental Company had been presented to the Government, complain- 
ing that it should have invited tenders from the Messageries Imperiales 
Company, and contending tbat there was nothing in the report of the 
committee which justified them in so doing. The Peninsular Compan 
had now fifty-three vessels employed in the mail service, and those vessels 
had involved an expenditure of about three millions sterling. The effect 
of depriving them of the contract would be equivalent to a depreciation of 
the stock to the amount of about 10 per cent., and the vessels, which cost 
£3,000,000, would not, on a sale, produce more than £1,000,000. The 
entire sum paid in dividends was only £7,800,000, so that the entire earn- 
ings during ten years would not cover the depreciation. Originally they 
charged the country about 17s. 6d. a mile, and they now charged ouly 5s. 
amile. They had, on renewal of the contract, diminished their charges to 
the country. In the first instance, they were paid 17s. 6d. per mile. At 
present their remuneration was only; 5s. 6d. a mile. At the same

time, they were about to lose the profits they had made from the trans- 
rt of troops, and were exposed to a severe competition, especially in 
respect of the Messageries Company, which was, in point of fact, no com- 
ny at all, but a branch of the French Government. That was, that it 
was a hot-house plant, which could not flourish or even exist without the 
encouragement and support of the Government. So lony as we kept the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company doing our work, we had their force of 
16,000 men to draw upon, in case of necessity, to man our fleet; but if 
we engaged with a foreign company, those men, or at all events the greater 
art of them, would be thrown out of the employment of that company, 
and would be absorbed in the general mercantile marine, where we could 
not so easily command their services.—Mr. Late said it seemed to him 
the Government had not fully appreciated the great gravity of the principal 
question before them. It was evident that the recommendations made by 
the committee were something entirely different from the course now taken. 
It was clear the Government had contemplated throwing a tender open for 
the whole of the service in the East to the French company ; but there 
were questions of public policy involved in this subject. The motive which 
led the’ French Government to subsidise their line of steamers was distinctly 
that of increasing her political influence in the East. That being the case, 
if a tender for the service throughout the East were really thrown open to 
a French company, he did not doubt but that the French Government 
would be prepared to back up their company with any amount of additional 
subsidy, so as to take the service out of the hands of an English company. 
The duty of the Government was not simply to look at the matter asa 
uestion of profit and loss, but to keep up a postal communication with 
ndia on the most perfect system, and not entrust it to the hands of any 
foreign company. The problem for them to solve, therefore, was to get 
it done at the cheapest rate consistent with efficiency—Mr. Hunt wished 
to explain with regard to the Messageries Imperiales that the Government 
had ows open the tenders to foreign countries, and that it was only pro- 
posed to accept the services of that company asa third service in the month. 
—Colonel Syxes had always been an advocate for competition in these 
matters, but then those who were to tender must stand on an equal footing. 
The Messageries Imperiales were chiefly supported by asubvention which 
the English Government would not give to any company whatever. To 
invite English companies to compete with such a body as this was there- 
fore idle. The French company would make an offer much below any 
which could be made in this country. Would the Government accept that 
offer? If they did, they placed our postal communications with foreign 
dependencies in the hands of a foreign Government, for this company was 
nothing more than a Government institution. (Hear, hear.) It would 
be an act of great indiscretion to make a contract with such a company. 
The Peninsular and Oriental Company with its 53 ships had really been 
an auxiliary to the navy. If a contract were made between this and next 
session, whoever the contractors might be, they ought to make it subject 
to the condition that they should be entitled to no recompense if it were 
not approved by Parliament.—Mr. LainG suggested that the best thing 
would be to make a temporary arrangement with the Peninsular Company, 
so as to bring the question under the cognisance of Parliament next year. 
(Hear, hear.) But if that could not be done, a special arrangement 
should be made with the new contractors to the effect that the arrange- 
ment should in the first instance be for a limited time.—Mr. CHILDERS 
strongly seconded this suggestion, and Mr. GLADSTONE said it would not 
be unreasonable to ask the Government to declare their intentions before 
the House separated. —The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER signified his 
acquiescence, 





THE WEST INDIA MAILS. 

(Aug. Ist.) Mr. J. Surra strongly urged the claims of Falmouth asa 
point of departure for the West India mail.—This called up Sir R. Cox- 
LIER, who protested against this unprovoked attack which the hon. gentle- 
man had made on Plymouth. ( Laughter.)—Mr. Kenpaltand Mr. WYLD, 
on the other hand, asked for a commission to inquire into the claims of 
the Cornish port.—Mr. J. A. SmitH and Mr. R. Gurney, however, in- 
sisted on the advantages presented by Southampton. (A laugh.) After 
some further conversation, Mr. Hunt said the present arrangement with 
Plymouth was an experimental one, and would only last two years. 

THE AMERICAN MAIL. 

(6th.) Mr. Graves asked the Secretary to the Treasury if it was in- 
tended to confine the tenders for conveyance of Her Majesty’s mails from 
the United Kingdom to New York to ships sailing under the British flag ; 
and, if not, whether vessels tendering under a foreign flag will be subject 
to the surveys and conditions imposed on British ships carrying Her 
Majesty’s Mails.—Mr. Hunt said the arrangement acceded to by the late 
Government was that the Post-office in this country provide for the con- 
veyance of mails on stated days from the ports of the United Kingdom, 
and that the United States should provide for the return maila. There 
was no restriction as to es: ; but, other things being equal, the Postmaster- 
General would certainly give preference to vessels sailing under the British 
flag. Any vessel under a foreign flag would be under the same conditions 
imposed on British ships.

An Indian telegram of the 22nd July states that the plan for 
an amalgamation of the Bank of Bombay with the Bank of Ben- 
gal has fallen through. A strong effort was now being made for 
a reconstruction of the Bank of Bombay, and the new capital is 
said to have been nearly subscribed. 

At a meeting of sharcholders in the Bank of Hindustan, 
China, and Japan, the report of the liquidators (noticed in our 
last issue) was adopted. Captain Engledue explained that 
although the bank’s affairs in India had been grossly misma- 
naged, he wished to exonerate from any participation in such

The Pantheon 
steamer from New Orleans brought 800,000 dollars, which 
have also fetched 4s. 114d. 


The East Indian Railway Company have been authorised to 


issue forthwith £1,000,000 in 44 per cent. debentures having 
five years to run, but not at any timo convertible into stock. 
The readiness with which the guarantee system is allowed to 
be put in force for Indian interests, aasisted by all the prestige 
of the Home Government, is a point for especial remark in 
contrast with the tone taken to the unfortunate investors in 
English lines, who have staked their means on the success of 


companies created and nursed and tied down in all their pro- 
ceedings by Acts of the Imperial Parliament. 

A meeting of the Anglo-American Telegraph Company has 
been held, when the directors’ report, announcing a dividend 
at the rate of 23 per cent. per annum, was adopted. The 
chairman, Sir D. Gooch, M.P., expressed a hope that the tariff 
would be reduced one-half by the Ist of September next, and 
mentioned that a vessel would leave immediately to repair the 
injured cable. It was stated that the earnings of the last four 
months show a falling off of about £200 per day. 

At a special meeting of the proprietors of the London and 
Westminster Bank! the resolutions ,previously passed for in- 
creasing the capital were confirmed, 

At the half-yearly meeting of the London and County Bank 
the report of the directors was adopted, and the usual half- 
yearly dividend of 6 per cent. and a bonus of 5 per cent. were 
declared, being equal to 22 per cent. per annum. The report, 
which will be found elsewhere, is of a most favourable nature, 
and was received with great satisfaction. 

With regard to the advices of the opening of the Tea season 
recently received from China, the Produce Market Review says:— 

Notwithstanding the low prices given at the opening of the tea season, 
we learn by more recent advices received from Foo-chow that the severe 
lessons experienced by the English merchants there have not even yet 
been severe enough to stop reckless shipping. It it said that the eagerness 
to ship as large a quantity as possible, in the shortest possible time, is 
nearly equal to that exhibited last year. The repetition of this unneces- 
sary competition, although it is not likely to lead to such disastrous results, 
owing to the much more reasonable terms on which the tea has been 
bought, has unduly raised prices. The extreme haste to purchase shown, 
is, in our opinion, an exceedingly doubtful policy, for the rush for new 
season's teas has very much diminished of Jate vears, as the supply of fine 
kinds increased. The retail trade are still, although their stocks are 80 
much reduced, able to refrain from buying for some (ime, and their lessen- 
ing desire to purchase new season's tea will certainly not be increased by 
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the probability that they will be able to buy more cheaply if they delay 
their purchases for a few weeks after the first arrivals. 

The following, on the State of the Silk market, is from Messrs: 
Jacomb, Hogg, and Co.’s Circular of the lst inst. :-— 


We have arrived at a period of the year at which it is not unusual for 
more or less inactivity to be displayed on the Silk market. Bat although 
we cannot expect much spirit to be manifested on the part of buyers at a 
moment immediately preceding the first arrivals of the new season's silk, 
yet so complete has been the stagnation of the past month that it may be de- 


acribed as almost unprecedented. It is not easy to assign any sufficient reason 
for our present position ; it should, however, be borne in mind that our 
most sensitive market is particularly open to the influence of those numer- 
ous and subtle complications, commercial and political, which are at the 
moment restricting so generally the trade of the country, as evinced by 
the extraordinarily low Bank rateof discount (2 per cent.) now ruling. In 
China Silk there have been two or three parcels of No. 3 Tsatlee sold at 
27s. per Ib., to bedelivered any time before the end of December; these 
transactions must be considered the expression of opinion as to future 
rates on the part of the individual operators, rather than an indication of 
prices now current. For Japan Silk there is no market, and our quota- 
tions must be considered purely nominal. 


BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 


The Board of Trade Returns for the month and Lalf-year 
ending the 30th June last present, on the whole, a more satis- 
factory appearance than they have done in any previous month. 
The value of the Exports for the month of June was £15,490,091, 
which is an increase of 5 per cent. upon those for June, 
1866, when the value was £14,630,120. The Exports for the 
half-year, however, present, when compared with those for the 
corresponding period of last year, a decrease of 6 per cent., 
the value being £87,613,484 for 1867, and £92,857,830 for 
1866, but this deficiency is less than that observable in the 
first quarter of the year, which amounted, it will be remem- 
bered, to 10 per cent. 

The Import returns for the month of May also exhibit a 
marked improvement, the value of the Imports for that month 
being £23,275,248, against £23,225,301 for May, 1866, 
showing an increase for the present year of £49,942. For the 
five months there is a slight decrease, the value of the Imports 
being £8,589,319, or 9 per cent. less than for the five months 
of last year. The value is returned at £83,441,393 for 1867, 
and £92,030,712 for 1866. 

Our Export trade with the Far East presents, according to 
these returns, considerable depression, the value of the Exports 
to China (exclusive of Hong Kong) for tke five months ended 
31st May, 1867, being 20 per cent. less than the value for the 
corresponding period of last year. To Hong Kong the reduc 
tion amounts to 43 per cent., to Japan 15 per cent., to Ceylon 
16 per cent., and to Java 1 per cent. On the other hand, the 
Exports to Singapore and the Straits Settlements show an in- 
crease of 7 per cent., and to the Philippine Islands of 37 per 
cent., when compared with the five months of 1866.
